We HEAR MUCH ado about the use 
of complicated and expensive pro- 
cedures in prosthesis. We are told 
to obtain true mandibular relation- 
ship by using the face bow, gnatho- 
dynometer, roentgenograms, and a 
host of other scientific aids. 
Recently, I listened intently to a 
two-hour dissertation by a promi- 
nent dentist. He spoke on the much- 
maligned subject of bite raising. 
He showed many slides and talked 
about the making of two sets of 
study casts, one for reference and 
one upon which to spend hours of

ments, which are used when mount- 
ing the casts upon a rather serious- 
looking anatomical articulator. Not 
only were individual tooth roent- 
senograms necessary, but also tem- 
poromandibular plates. After the 
essayist completed his paper, he 
explained that this type of treat- 
ment involved planning in advance, 
much time from the patient, plus 
wear and tear, and the ability on 
the part of the dentist to expend 
tremendous nervous energy, time 
and infinite patience. 

I began thinking about my own 


patients who rep- 
resented a_ cross 
section of the 
American popu- 
lace. Some of my 
most ardent boost- 
ers were telephone 
operators, ship- 
ping clerks, me- 
chanics, and _ ste- 
nographers. My 
chest rose with 
pride as I remem- 
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bered that I did have a _ few 
wealthy patients who trusted their 
oral health to my ministrations. I 
looked around the lecture hall and 
recognized Tom, Bill, and Harry, 
all good general practitioners, who 
had community practices. They, 
too, I thought, must render “bread 
and butter dentistry” to people of 
the same financial and social status 
as my own patients. Surely, Miss 
Ethel Youngwon, the pretty insur- 
ance company typist, could never 
afford the kind of treatment which 
the professor advised. To do it his 
way would involve a minimum cost 
of $500. Ethel only earns $18.00 
weekly, out of which she must buy 
dresses, eat lunches, and pay other 
living expenses. John Doe, the 
auto mechanic has a big heart des- 
pite his grimy appearance. Out of 
his $35.00 weekly, he has to make a 
weekly payment to an obstetrician 
for his wife’s confinement. The 
other two kiddies have to be fed, 
clothed, and sheltered also. Mrs. 
John Doe is willing to help along 
by remodeling last year’s dress so 
she won't have to buy another for 
this season. John’s mouth, done up 
according to Gothic arch tracings 
and condylar roentgenograms, 
would necessitate a fee of approxi- 
mately $800. The very thought of 
this is ridiculous! For what group 
of people, then, are all of these 
highly technical and time consum- 
ing services intended ? 

Financial analysts, who have ex- 
amined the purses of our public 
tell us that no more than 3 per cent 
are in the upper income brackets. 
We have but to scan the published 
lists of those who pay high income 
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taxes to realize that none of the 
names of patients in our home town 
are there. 

Have the best procedures in den. 
tistry then been invented only for 
the wealthy? What about Mr. and 
Mrs. Averageman and their chil. 
dren? 

This is not to be construed as an 
argument against the efforts of 
dental research workers, but there 
is a growing need today for a re. 
valuation of the objectives of re. 
search. If end results will benefit 
only a few, then that scientific ac. 
tivity which comes within this 
category has questionable value, 

What good can be anticipated by 
teaching complicated and _ highly 
expensive bite-raising techniques, 
when their practical application 
can only be made available to less 
than 3 per cent of the public? What 
benefits are derived by teaching 
highly scientific methods of den. 
ture construction, which _necessi- 
tate high laboratory costs and ex. 
cessive time spent by the dentist. 
when Mr. and Mrs. John Doe can 
only spend $100 between them for 
dental care? 


Need Simple Techniques 


We offer the conjecture that if 
much of the time and effort spent 
in elaboration of technique were 
spent in the development of simpler 
and more efficient practices, the 
John Does, and the Jones’s. and the 
Smiths would be provided with 
more and better bread and butter 
dentistry. 

When Pasteur. Koch and Lister 
promulgated their views with re 
gard to the combating of disease 
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they did not offer their confreres 
an intricate mechanism for manu- 
facture of specific remedies. They 
studied indefatigably in their lab- 
oratories for years and then. when 
they felt that their creations were 
ready for public consumption. the 
gave the results of their labors to 
humanity in the form of simple 
drugs administered without neces- 
sity for complicated mechanism. 

If we in dentistry continue to de- 
vise new, costlier methods. howeve 
scientific they might be. we can 
theoretically arrive at a situation 
where these necessities of life 
might become prohibitive. 


Dental Illiteracy 


Many of the public today still 
believe that tooth enamel is rubbed 
off during prophylaxis. Others be- 
lieve that one can “catch cold” in 
the teeth. Still others believe that a 
woman loses a tooth for each child 
she bears. Let us be mindful of the 
present plane of patient-apprecia- 
tion of dental values. Without cast- 
ing any reflection upon their degree 
of understanding we cannot help 
but notice that dental education is 
considerably in arrears in the pub- 
lic mind. When we speak of inlays 
to many people, they register sur- 
prise and say, “What do you mean 
by an inlay?” Pyorrhea to most 
people is a mysterious plague. 
which is contagious and spells den- 
tal doom. 

In defense of dental illiteracy we 
must remember that our own un- 
derstanding of the casting of in- 
lays, of periodontal treatment. of 
denture construction. of roentgeno- 
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graphic technique, dates back ap 
proximately thirty-five years, Vj; 
learned much about dentistry dy. 
ing the past quarter of a century 
It is only within recent years tha 
associated efforts have been made 
to apprise the public of what we 
have learned about their teeth, 
They haven't as yet caught up with 
our concepts of the simpler things 
in dental practice. How then can 
we expect our public to subscribe 
to the advanced dentistry embodied 
in the practical application of bite 
raising, condylar path, and man 
dibular registry, or complete mou! 
rehabilitation with occlusal fi 
esse ¢ 

The fine service of research ex 
perts is not, however, in vain. They 
have taught us that there is much 
more to the practice of dentistry 
than restorations, dentures, or 
bridgework. Some day, in the not 
too distant future, we express the 
fond hope that these same experts 
will show us how all of these scien- 
tifically accurate procedures may 
be simplified and made available 
for patients of your own commu: 
nity and mine. 

As dentists we have a responsi: 
bility to society. It is our “job” t 
keep the mouths of our patients in 
as fit condition as possible. We 
can't do that by recommending ex 
pensive, complicated remedies. We 
can do it by a wholehearted under 
standing of our patients’ problems 
and by cooperating with those in 
terests to the best of our presenl 
ability.

vether what equipment he could. 
moved to his branch office in Tan- 
vier in search of quiet. Making an- 
other quick move, Doctor Bost- 
wick took the clipper plane from 
Lisbon. He reached the United 
States last December, leaving be- 
hind many patients who hoped he 
would be back soon. 

Well-acquainted with the lead- 
ets in Gibraltar, Tangier, and 
Spain, Doctor Bostwick is ques- 
tioned frequently by reporters. He 
refuses to reveal confidences. but 
e does vive some sidelights on the 
war. He continually emphasizes

the importance of the blockade, in- 
sists the Axis can't win the war in 
the face of the starvation of Con- 
tinental Europe. Of the food situa- 
tion he says crisply: 

‘Most of the time there isn't any 
to be had, except at an exorbitant 
price. I purchased a breakfast in 
Malaga and received one small 
roll with my coffee. I ordered a 
second roll and was charged for 
two meals.” 

Despite the current inconveni- 
ences Doctor Bostwick still remem- 
hers that Tangier has the perfect 
climate for year-round residence. 
He recalls with nostalgia the day 
he landed in Madrid in 1902—the 
result of a talk with Dean Kirk at 
the University of Pennsylvania. 

“Bostwick.” he said, the day he 
called him into his office, “‘we have 
135 in this graduating class. Many 
of them want to practice close to 
home and mother. But if you would 
like to go far afield, we have three 
fine opportunities for an American 
dentist: Lima in Peru; Madrid in 
Spain; or Johannesburg in South 
Africa. 

Bostwick chose Madrid. 


The Tempo Pleases 


lt was a delightful day. The 
slow. unmeasured tempo ol the 
city, its belief in God and tomor- 
row . all had a fascination for 
Bostwick.

He found the office of Doctor R. 


H. Portuondo. He remained here 
a year or until he learned all the 
Spanish ways of saying “Ouch.” 

An offer then came to join the 
dental firm of Highlands and 
Aguilar. These two dentists had 
the best practices in the city. Doc- 
tor Highlands was an American; 
Aguilar, a Spaniard. 

When Bostwick joined them, he 
had to listen to an argument that 
was just as heated one day as an- 
other. It had continued without in- 
terruption since 1898. 

Highlands had been promised 
by the Queen Mother (mother of 
King Alfonso who recently died 
in Rome) that she would make him 
the Court Dentist. This was a great 
honor. You could wear an ornate 
sash at royal receptions. Your la- 
pel was beribboned and your fees 
could be proportionately scaled. 

But the Spanish-American War 
came and the Queen Mother dared 
not appoint an American. Doctor 
Aguilar, under a_ gentlemen’s 
agreement (so the argument al- 
ways brought out). was to “mind 
the seat” for Highlands until the 
War was over. But Aguilar never 
would relinquish the honor. 

*% * * 

The Chinese Ambassador to 
Spain was a patient of Doctor Bost- 
wick’s. He coaxed the young den- 
tist to settle in China. “Opportu- 
nity was greatest. Fabulous wealth 
will be yours.” 

Bostwick was interested; asked 
the Ambassador to write to his 
family and find out what would be 
the best location. They suggested 
Pekin. 
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But, thought Bostwick, there js 
no hurry. The Chinese have cop. 
tempt for Time. Why not reach the 
Orient by nice easy stages, pick. 
ing up a few dollars en route? 

So Bostwick fingered a map and 
laid out a course that would take 
him to Gibraltar. He would tarry 
at Tangier. Slip into Malta. Then 
Port Said. And Aden. Bombay, 
and finally, China. | 


The first stop was Gibraltar, Buth 


Bostwick heard rumors that Tan: 
gier sorely needed a dentist. He 
went over to investigate in 1904 
opened a branch office and prac: 
ticed there twelve years. He kep 
his main office in Gibraltar and 
never did reach Malta or Port Said 
or Aden or Bombay. 

The years were happy ones 
Generous, too. His personal for: 
tune had reached the stage wher 
he could afford two chair assist 
ants, an X-ray technician, two den- 
tal mechanics, a secretary, a char 














woman and a janitor. 

Then in 1931 the Reds invaded 
Spain. The Spanish Republic cam 
into being. Alfonso fled. All th 
wealthy Spaniards. who formei 
the bulk of Bostwick’s practice 
found their lands overtaxed by the 
communistically - dominated _ tat 
assessors. 


Goes into Nose-Dive 


From this time right into 193) 
Doctor Bostwick’s fortunes took: 
nose-dive. The weekly payroll hai 
to be met. Patients could not pa) 
their bills. Spain was rapidly d 
caying faster than a six-year-d 
molar in the mouth of a chroni 
candy eater. 
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His health, undermined _ by 
vears of unrelaxing toil, gave omi- 
nous warnings. He returned to the 
United States and the Lahey Clinic 
in Boston for a major operation. 

Now fully recovered and with the 
spirit of adventure still unquench- 
ed. Bostwick wants to return to 
Tangier. Cordell Hull says “No.” 
The State Department will give 
him a passport but it stipulates he 
must not cross combat areas. This 
is impossible by any present sea 
journey. But if he could make a 
hop-skip and jump via plane. he 
might vault from New York to Ma- 
deria with another hop to the Ca- 
nary Islands. If lucky, he might 
get a reservation for the plane to 
Tangier. 

Among Doctor Bostwick’s mem- 
ories, two remain with him. In 
1934, he decided he needed new 
dental equipment. He went to Bar- 
celona to buy it. On the return 
journey he flew from Barcelona, 
where all was quiet, to find a revo- 
lution in Madrid. 
There was no train leaving for 
Tangier for at least a week, so 
Bostwick engaged a suite at a hotel 
and waited. 

Beneath his window he saw 
“rebels” mowed down without any 

questions asked. One shot his own 
brother and explained it with a 
shrug of the shoulders. 

If you came out of your hotel 
or the “movies” you had to raise 
your hands and keep them up as 
you proceeded along the street. 
Three times he was caught in cross- 
hre between the Guardia Civil and 
the rebels. He could hear gunfire 
on all sides the whole night long

Into his office in Tangier one day 
came Ben Slemin, the Moorish 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Bost- 
wick having been recommended to 
him by L. S. Gummere, first U.S. 
Minister to Morocco. 

“Would Doctor Bostwick bring 
his profaned presence into the roy- 
al chambers of Sultan Muhli Ab- 
dul Azis at Fez? For dental atten- 
tion to His Highness and the ladies 
of the harem, perhaps?” 

Would he? Bostwick was posi- 
tive hed like the assignment. 

Bostwick left Tangier for Fez, 
a journey of seven days. He had to 
provide his own caravan; hire sev-

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en mules. and the muleteers to care 
for them. He had to rest each night 
at a convenient village and hire 
lucal guards from the Poobah. 

How much did these guards de- 
mand in the approved Capone fash- 
ion? One billion a night. 

“But,” says Bostwick, “that’s 
equivalent to three cents in Amer- 
ican coins.” 

On the backs of the mules, Bost- 
wick’s caravan crawled into Fez. 
a walled city of about half a mil. 
lion people. The palace was guard- 
ed by huge wooden gates, covered 
with flattened oil cans from an 
American refinery. Through the 
gates meandered the mules. Bost- 
wick was stopped and carefull; 
searched. 

As he approached one corner of 
the courtyard he saw a huge rat- 
tan rocking chair, surrounded by 
stalwart Moors, standing in a pas- 
sageway to a building. In this 
chair sat the Sultan. most power. 
ful man in the desert country. 
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Under orders from the Ministe 
of Foreign Affairs, Bostwick wa

But when the Sultan raised hi 
hand, Bostwick thought it was 4 
invitation to a handshake.

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DENTISTRY NEEDS A SUBSIDY

In line with great social changes that have taken place, Doctor 
Brown suggests that the dental profession accept the idea of 
Government loans to young people who desire to choose den- 


tistry as a vocation. 


SUBSIDY MEANS “a grant to ald an 
enterprise for public convenience 
orneed” in a widely-accepted sense. 
To many dentists, however. sub- 
sidy means the selling of ones 
soul for a pound of flesh; to others 
it means absolute control for those 
who subsidize. In my home county 
many sincere people oppose a 
County Health Unit because they 
fear the acceptance of financial aid 
from the Government will spell 
doom for local authority. These 
fears seem unnecessary. provided 
we take a tolerant cooperative 
point of view rather than one of 
belligerency. 

Let us accept the belief 
that dentistry is a “public 
convenience or need” and 
see if we can not benefit as 
an “enterprise” from a sub- 
sidy — a subsidy 
far more extensive 
than dentistry en- 
joys today. 

Yes, we have 
subsidy in our pro- 
fession now. but 
why should it not 
he extended to 
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meet the administrative needs of 
our profession? Subsidizing den- 
tal research is noble. but unless 
there is a practical outlet for re- 
search we have only performed 
one half of our obligation as a pro- 
fession. 

We need more dentists and the 
public needs more dentistry. A con- 
servative estimate for the last dec- 
ade shows a 26 per cent decline in 
dental graduates in proportion to 
the population increase'. Today’s 
Selective Service program shows 
that 26 per cent of the physical re 
jections from induction centers are 
caused by dental defects. Is more 
proof as to the need re- 
quired ? 

There are probably many 
reasons for the decline in 
dental graduates, but is there 
one more logical than eco- 
nomics? By economics | 
mean the cost of meeting re 
quirements. ob 
taining a_ license 
to practice dentist.

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ry, and the future cost of retaining 
that license. From every angle den- 
tistry has a great deal to interest 
the eligible individual. but where 
ean he find the necessary money to 
carry on four years of expensive 
technical training? If the prospect 
has to worry too much about his 
economic problem, he may con- 
sider the reward too insignificant 
to warrant the sacrifice. Today's 
social unrest has made the trades 
seem a better financial risk than 
any of the professions. A young 
boy would have to be very deter- 
mined ona professional career to 
give up 80 cents or better per hour 
and a car of his own to worry too 
much about finding the necessary 
money for a professional training. 

Some professional men advocate 
a shorter period for dental train- 
ing. but would not this tend to 
lower the have 
worked years to obtain? Would it 
not be better to find the means to 
progress rather than submit prog- 
ress to defeat? Find a way to 
finance the young man _ through 
dental school and we will have no 
reason to regret our progress of the 
past or future. 

Why not subsidize dentistry by 
offering Government loans _ to 
young people desiring to choose

dentistry as a vocation? The Gov- 
ernment recognized the importance 
of farming and business to na- 
tional existence by establishing 
bureaus rendering financial assist- 
ance. Most of our dental schools 
are financed by State money, so 
why not include assistance to those 
for whom the institutions are es- 
tablished, the student? 
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Loday’s social unrest has made the trades 
seem a better financial risk than any oj 
the professions. 


Someone has said this is just an- 
other step toward State medicine. 
If true, would it not be better to 
have the profession take the step 
rather than have the State make us 
walk the “plank”? It is reasonable 
to imagine that something will be 
done to correct the dental defects 
now being called to the attention 
of our Government. Why not ree: 
ognize the social change and at 
tempt to do something about it be- 
fore it is too late? 

There are at least two ways our 
profession could honorably accep 
a subsidy for prospective dental 
students. Grant a loan direct to the 
student to cover his training and 
cost of equipping an office, or fur 
nish all necessary training and 
equipment. Naturally, the direct 
loan would tend to maintain ind: 
vidualism and, at the same time.

DENTAL COLLEGE MERGES WITH UNIVERSITY 


THROUGH AN IMPORTANT merger agreed upon by the officials of the two 
institutions, Kansas City-Western Dental College has become the School 
of Dentistry of the University of Kansas City. Doctor Roy J. Rinehart, 
who as dean and administrator of the dental college for the past twenty 
years, has been the principal factor in establishing the high scholastic 
standards for which it is widely known, has been appointed dean of the 
school of dentistry. Dental courses will continue to be taught in the 3-story 
school building at Tenth street and Troost avenue, Kansas City. The 
fifty-two faculty members, dentists and physicians, will become a part 
of the university’s dentistry school faculty. The Kansas City-Western 
Dental College has Class A rating and, in announcing the merger on the 
sixtieth anniversary of the dental school, Doctor Rinehart pointed out 
that it was effected solely from an educational point of view, as the insti- 
tution has been maintained on a financially sound basis and has no obli- 
gations. Dental students may now enter the University of Kansas City as 
freshmen for the full six years of training, which will include the two 
years of pre-dental requirements. The Lowry Clinic, through which the 
important service of giving dental care to approximately 4,000 needy 
school children each year has been maintained for many years, will be 
continued, according to Doctor Rinehart.

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machine stands ominously before 
him and the mysterious vibrating 
energy is actually going to be ap- 
plied to his body. It is in every case 
a triumph of civilization if he can 
sit still and let the dentist proceed 
‘a the face of his strong conscious 
or unconscious resistance. 

As a matter of psychic economy, 
it might be expected that those pa- 
tients who actively express their 
tension in the office will be much 
less tense after leaving the office, 
while those who give no external 
evidence of it in the chair will have 
to find an outlet for it later. There 
is some evidence that this is actual- 
ly the case. 

The intuitive dentist will size up 
every patient and adjust his man- 
ner of approach and his technique 
to fit the man in the chair, perhaps 
entirely without conscious analy- 
sis. Such intuition is developed by 


experience, so that, other things 
being equal, the old dentist will 


handle his patients better than the 


young one. But conscious analysis 


is at least as valuable as intuition 
and experience. 
The basic consideration should 


be the general mood and condition 
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of the patient. The same patient 
will react better at one time than 
at another. The most apprehensive 
patients should be seen at the time 
of day when, in their natural mood 
cycle, they are at their best. Some 
people are happiest in the morning, 
some in the late afternoon or eve- 
ning. If they are seen after a good 
meal, they will usually be easier to 
handle than if they are hungry. If 
they are rested, they will react bet- 
ter than if tired. It is necessary to 
distinguish between fatigue with 
tension, which will increase appre- 
hension, and the postprandial som- 
nolence mentioned here. 

Another consideration is the fac- 
tor of attention. Where there is no 
attention, there can be no appre- 
hension. If the dentist can distract 
the patient’s attention from the in- 
struments by discreet, well chosen 
(and not-too profuse) conversa- 
tion, the patient’s apprehension 
will be reduced in the same pro- 
portion. 

The apprehension of pain is 
highly, and the feeling of pain 
slightly, modifiable by purely psy- 
chologic measures, which can be 
applied in everyday practice.

An American Dentist 
Talks of His Home 


In Iceland 


Some information about this 
remote island from Doctor 
Olaf J. Olafsson, a dentist who 
is a native of Iceland, which is 
near the upper right-hand 
corner of the map. 


Now THAT AN INCREASING number 
of Americans are developing a 
lively curiosity about Iceland, be- 
cause of its recent occupation by 
our Navy, dentists may be inter- 
ested in learning something about 
this remote island from Doctor 
Olaf J. Olafsson, a Chicago dentist, 
who is a native of Iceland. 
Although he was only a small 
boy when he left Reykjavik, Ice- 
land, he had learned a great deal 
from his father about America. 
“My father,” he says, “was a mem- 
ber of parliament and a newspaper 
editor of independent spirit. One 
day he wrote an article criticizing 
the Danish Crown. Promptly the 
King of Denmark ordered his ar- 
rest, and it was only through the 
assistance of kind friends who 
helped him to escape in a boat, 
under cover of night, that he was 
able to reach this country and 
safety. Through the courtesy of 
President Grant, he was made an 
officer in the American Navy and 
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Iceland and brought his family to Doctor Ola 
America in 1889. Both Doctor[thought of 
Olafsson and his brother studied Reykjav 


dentistry at Northwestern Univer 
sity. While he chose to establish his 
practice in Chicago, Doctor Ole 
sson’s brother returned to Icelani 
and practiced in Reykjavik, th 
capital, for fifteen years precedin 
1930. He was the first and the onl 
American dentist to open a privat? 
dental office in Iceland. At tha 
time the government took no i 
terest in the development of dents 
service; and only the people whif 
could afford to pay for dental car 

were served. The result was, a 
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the dental conditions were poor é 
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-, most European countries, where 
people g oo about with one or two 
ch missing in the anterior part 
of the mouth and obvious dental 
aries. Now there are about twenty 
lentists serving the population of 
120,000 in Iceland. 

Although the University 
Reykjavik has always had a medi- 
cal school, there was no dental 
ehool. To study dentistry [celand- 
ers went either to Denmark or to 
England. Most of their dental 
equipment and supplies — they 
bought in England. 

Much of the comfort of life in 
Reykjavik Doctor Olafsson — be- 
lives comes from the hot geysers 
of which there are many. When 
\orsemen first approached the is- 
land they saw clouds of steam ris- 
ing from them. Thinking this was 
moke they called the city they 
built, Reykjavik, after their words 
forsmoke (reykur) and bay (vik). 
Doctor Olafsson recalls that no one 
thought of washing clothes at home 


in 





in Reykjavik. The women simply 
carried them outside of town and 
washed them in the boiling water 
of one of these geysers. Now most 
ofthe homes, among which the ma- 
jority are modern design, are 
heated by water piped into the 
ity from the hot water springs. 
Far north as Iceland is, the Gulf 
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stream has greatly modified the 
climate. Doctor Olafsson remem- 
bers it as much like that of Chi- 
cago, except that winter lasts per- 
aie two months longer. He also 
recalls how he and other Icelanders 
used to be diverted by the reac- 
tions of foreigners to constant day- 
light in June pa July. English and 
Gorman scientists, who were fre- 
quent visitors to the island, were 
annoyed by the continuous round 
of daylight. They insisted on hav- 
ing heavy blinds to cover their win- 
dows at night. As soon as these 
were drawn, they turned on arti- 
ficial lights. 

Doctor Olafsson thinks that the 
additional daylight enjoyed by the 
Icelanders may be one of the rea- 
sons that they all do a great deal of 
reading. An unusually large per- 
centage of the population are writ- 
ers and poets, and Reykjavik, a 
city of 30.000, has six daily news- 
papers. 

In Iceland there is great interest 
in the English language, it being 
taught in almost all the schools. 
More than half the Icelanders 
speak English, and Doctor Olaf- 
sson believes that his people, who 
are by nature most hospitable, will 
do everything possible to make life 
congenial for the American troops 
now occupying the island.

young woman with a “nobody loves 
me complex,” rather than an article 
on Sally’s life expectancy? A good 
article, then, on orthodontia should 
be most appropriate. 

An article on the six-year molar 
would be of interest to thousands 
of people. Many well-meaning 
parents fail to realize its impor- 
tance and, for lack of dental facts, 
are unable to comprehend the den- 
tal tragedy that really begins when 
it is lost. 

That there is lack of dependable 
dental information for the laity is 
generally agreed. Last year I was 
asked by a teacher of speech for 
a list of authoritative dental ar- 
ticles, after she had read one of my 
articles in a popular magazine 
concerning dentistry and speech. 
I searched diligently and found 
there were only seven articles pub- 
lished on dentistry for the laity in 
1940. This was astounding. We 
can't expect lay education and ap- 
preciation to progress when we 
furnish a hundred and thirty mil- 
lion people with only seven ar- 
ticles a year! 
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Yes, there is a real challenge to 
dentistry to seek some reliable 
sponsor and form a team in sup- 
plying much needed, and I think 
highly desired, dental information 
to the public. There are vast op- 
portunities, which should pay 
large dividends to both parties, if 
each entered in the right spirit. 
The American Dental Association 
and other reputable dental pub- 
lishers, could release approved ar- 
ticles to the sponsor and make the 
enterprise constructive and stim- 
ulating. 

There are, doubtless, numerous 
dentists all over the country inti- 
mately associated with insurance 
company and _ pharmaceutical 
house executives. They could use 
their influence in no better way 
than presenting dentistry to them 
in a manner, which would be prof- 
itable to the public, the sponsor, 
and the profession. Let us all be- 
come better ambassadors for den- 
tal education and take the respon- 
sibility for interesting some spon- 
sor personally!

Commissions for Trainee-Den- 
tists: With the calling to active duty 
of Private Milton Philip Paperth as a 
First Lieutenant in the Dental Corps at 
Fort Dix, New Jersey, the War Depart- 
ment announced that he was the first 
of about 150 inducted dentists who had 
been given an opportunity to apply for 
commissions. Most of them have already 
applied and each applicant will be 
passed on by an Army Medical Exam- 
ining board. Every trainee-dentist who is 
qualified will be appointed a First Lieu- 
tenant in the Dental Corps Reserve. Fol- 
lowing his discharge from his enlisted 
status, he will be ordered to extended 
active duty for one year. The new officer 
will serve under the quota allotted to 
his Corps Area or, if no vacancy exists, 
he will be ordered to duty as an excess 
officer. 


In connection with the announcement. 
the War Department explained that no 
more civilian dentists will be taken into 
the Dental Corps Reserve for the present, 
and that no commission will be given q 
dentist until he is inducted. Action on 
his application should not require more 
than thirty days. Out of the 4,000 den. 
tists on the rolls of the Dental Corps Re. 
serve. 2,000 have been called to duty, 
and it is the intention of the War De. 
partment to fill vacancies first from 
among inducted men to be certain that 
every qualified trainee receives a com: 


mission.

A.D.A. Preparedness Commit 
tee Reports: With reference to the 
granting of commissions to inducted 
dentists, the Committee on Dental Pre. 
paredness is offering all the resources 
if its organization through the Central 
Office of the American Dental Associa: 
tion to assist the War Department in ob- 
taining information about applicants for 
commissions. The detailed data that is 
available from the dentists’ question- 
naires now on file in the A.D.A. office 
will be of the greatest assistance in ex 
pediting the giving of commissions, the 
Committee believes. 

Although, at the present time, only 
inducted dentists are being considered 
for commissions, it is the opinion of the 
Committee that, if an emergency devel 
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ops, 
« that dentists with low call numbers, 


or others, may again apply for commis- 
sions. 

Reports reaching Doctor C. Willard 
Camalier, as chairman of this Commit- 
ee, indicate that the large majority of 
dentists are now being deferred by their 
local or appeal boards in accordance 
with the telegram of General Hershey 
calling attention to the “over-all na- 
tional shortage of dentists,” and recom- 
mending deferment of dentists, dental 
teachers and students, wherever pos- 
sible. 

All names of inducted dentists that 
have been brought to the attention of 
the Committee on Dental Preparedness 
have been forwarded to Brigadier Gen- 
eral Leigh C. Fairbank. 

If conditions unfavorable to the den- 
tists are known to any member of the 
profession, this Committee will be glad 
to have the information, so the matter 
can be taken up with the proper govern- 


ment authorities.

Dental Unit Sent to Free 
French: The Medical and Surgical 
Relief Committee, which is cooperating 
with a dental committee headed by Doc- 
tor Fred Brophy, has announced that a 
complete dental unit, the first of its kind 
to go overseas, has been shipped to the 
Free French forces in Northern Africa. 
Similar units are being assembled to 
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meet requests from the American 
Friends Service in China and the Royal 
Norwegian Overseas Forces in Iceland. 


Require More Dentists and 
Physicians: For the Army alone. 
computations show that 1,992 Dental 
Corps Reserve officers and 9,020 Medical 
Department Reserve officers will be re- 
quired to carry out the 1942 training and 
service programs. These figures are 
based on an army of 1,400,000. 

Our national defense program, as now 
outlined, has required in addition to the 
1,230 medical officers of the Regular 
Army approximately 9,000 physicians 
for the Army, 900 for the Navy, 100 for 
the Public Health Service, and 100 for 
the Veterans Administration. 

In the opinion of Surgeon General 
James C. Magee! this reduction in avail- 
able physicians for civilian practice, to- 
gether with the increased demand for 
medical care in the field of industrial 
medicine, as a result of the growth of 
communities throughout the country, the 
establishment of new defense industries 
and their associated health problems, im- 
poses a regrettable burden on the pro- 
fessions. It will produce an increased de- 
mand of an estimated 10 per cent of phy- 
siclans.

WHO PICKS YOUR DELEGATES? 





PRIOR TO THE annual American Dental Association meeting every mem. 
ber should ask himself, ““Am I entirely satisfied with the present method 
of selecting delegates and alternates to represent me at the annual meet. 
ing?” It will come as a mental jolt to many members of the Association 
when they realize that they have never given the matter much, if any. 
thought. 

Do you know exactly how your representatives are selected? Are they 
chosen by popular vote at an open meeting of your society; or are they 
hand-picked by a small committee, which in turn may be under the domi- 
nation of a dental-political boss? In your state must you attend the an- 
nual business meeting of the state association to have a voice in the selec- 
tion of your representative, or are your delegates selected from district 
and component societies ? 

In looking over the lists of delegates and alternates from your state. 
do you find the same names with monotonous regularity? Are you en- 
tirely satisfied if the same people represent you year after year, or do 
you think that more flexibility might result from changing the person- 
nel of your delegation every year? Isn’t the infusion of new blood as 
important in this organization as in any other? Are you certain that your 
district or component society is represented at all in the American Dental 
Association meeting? Have you noticed that most delegates come from 
large metropolitan areas and that few are from the smaller towns and 
cities? 

To make a factual evaluation of the personnel of the House of Dele: 
gates the official programs for the past five years were examined (please 
turn to page 1154 in this issue). It is found that some states repeatedly 
return the same delegates year after year, whereas a few states change 
the personnel of their delegation with wholesome regularity. 

There are arguments in favor of sending an experienced delegation to 
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the meeting. Each year one-third or one-half of the delegation might be 
experienced, the rest made up of new members. No one should serve, 
under any circumstances, more than three or four terms in the House 
of Delegates. No one in the dental profession is so invaluable that he 
should be sent as a delegate year after year. 

Under the system of congressional representation, members of Con- 
oress are elected from districts, and except for members-at-large, not 
from the state as a whole. Delegates to the American Dental Association 
meeting should be similarly elected from district and component so- 
cieties, not chosen from the state as a whole, except possibly in the case 
of the less populous states with a small dental population. 

Comparatively few members of any state society attend the annual state 
society session, although most members attend their local meetings. 
There is no democracy in the method of disfranchisement of a member 
merely because he is unable, because of inconvenience and expense, to 
attend the state society meeting. 

If delegates must be elected by the state society, a mail vote, wherein 
every dues-paying member has the privilege of his vote, should be intro- 
duced. Suitable provisions are made by absentee ballot for voters in gen- 
eral elections, who find it an inconvenience to go to the polls. Similar 
provisions should be made in dental organizations. 

It may appear provocative to discuss this subject here, but it is the core 
of the democratic process. Wars have been fought under the battle-cry 
“taxation without representation is tyranny.” Now, more than ever, we 
need a phalanx of satisfied members within organized dentistry—mem- 
bers who feel that they have elected their own representatives. We need 
no politicians making efforts to perpetuate their dynasties. Some of the 
disgraceful connivings and conspiracies that are part of every national 
convention might be eliminated if many of the recurrent delegates were 

elected to remain at home. 

The American Dental Association is much too fine an organization and 
much too important to be placed in jeopardy by a governing body not en- 
tirely elected by a clear-cut democratic process. If you are satisfied with 
the method your state society follows in electing delegates—fine. If you 
are not—you and your colleagues can change the method. 
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A Southern Dentist Comments 


Your editorial comment in July ORAL 
HycigENE! recalls observations which I 
had the opportunity to make in the 
schools of North Carolina. For eleven 
years, beginning in 1923, as a state 
school dentist with the North Carolina 
State Board of Health, I worked in 
schools widely scattered over the state. 
Some of the things you mention were, at 
that time, noticeable. 

The teeth of the people in rural sec- 
tions were nearly always better than in 
the towns. In cases where those unable 
to pay received treatment, it was notice- 
able that those who were able to pay 
were the ones who needed dental serv- 
ice most. 

Also in our mountain regions, where 
milk production is high, the teeth were 
far worse than in the sandy coastal re- 
gions, where milk production is low. 

These and other observations led me 
to the conclusion that among our young 
people poverty is not the principal cause 
of dental infirmities ArtHur L. Woo-

tages. 

The dental fraternity has been try. 
ing for years to do away with advertisers 
with little real success. In unionism that 
could be stopped immediately without 
the enactment of any laws. Members 
would simply not be allowed to adver. 
tise. A minimum set price for every op- 
eration could be agreed upon. Some 
will argue against that, but the Gov. 
ernment, insurance companies, indus 
trial commissions and others have set 
prices, which work out fairly well. 

There would no doubt be argument 
that unionism was unethical and undig- 
nified, but is full page newspaper and 
radio advertising dignified? Unionism 
would do away with those two evils 

Unionism would do away with shop- 
ping. There would be no reason for a 
patient to go from one office to another 
when the minimum price was quoted. 
It would simply be a matter of the pa: 
tient selecting the dentist on his merits. 

We are all anxious to keep dentistry 
on as high a plane as possible, but there 
is no use in disregarding the fact that

As we stand 
now we have no defense against this 
menace. But let any agency try this, once 
we have an organization as strong as the 
Railway Brotherhoods. 

There would no fee 
under unionism, so dentists of superior

ability could charge accordingly. There 
would be a minimum fee only. 

We all know that the present advertis- 
ing ofices are run by men who really 
enslave their operators and to a great 
extent the rest of us. They make com- 
petition so tough that the young den- 
tists have no alternative. They must 
either accept the wages offered or starve. 
But under unionism they would be 
compelled to charge at least the mini- 
mum fee and, deprived of their lower 
prices, would have no drawing power. 
Their fee for a given job would have to 
be the same as the private dentist. 

Some will argue that unionism could 
not be enforced. They are surely wrong 
on that point. The unions have cracked 
too many harder problems than den- 
listry to not be able to handle this type 
of endeavor. Most of our patients are 
union people and would naturally be in 


sympathy with us. The dentists in the 
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high places would simply pay their dues 
and forget about the union. Their fees 
would be many times the minimum fee 
anyway, so there would be nothing to 
concern them. 

I have practiced for twenty years in 
small towns in three states, and many 
times I have seen the better part of my 
practice taken by the advertisers in the 
large cities. I know this is true of thou- 
sands of other dentists both in small and 
large cities. 

Personally, I am tired of the compla- 
cency shown by the dental profession, 
and I think it is high time that we did 
something really effective. I believe 
unionism is the answer. At any rate why 
not have a little discussion along this 
line? 

As to charity cases, these could easily 
be handled. The dentist would simply 
report to the Secretary of the Union the 
amount of service, giving names and 
dates. A check on this type of work 
could easily be made if deemed neces-

Dentistry has been, and is being put 
on the defensive, and in my opinion this 
should not be the case. 

If the dentist who feels sorry for the 
person who “can’t afford to have his 
teeth fixed,” will question that person, 
he will find in most instances that the 
person drives a car, has a radio, takes 
part in some form of amusement or rec- 
reation and probably has a better time 
than the dentist himself. 

If he will observe the people who he 
knows are well enough off to afford den- 
tistry, he will see that they, too, need 
service, and that they are getting along 
nicely without it. 

It seems to me that the dentists would 
be better off if they stopped feeling 
sorry for the people who need dentistry ; 
if they spoke less of “painless dentistry” 
and more of “necessary dentistry.” If 
the people who need dental service really 
thought they needed it, they would have 
the service, even if they had to pay for 
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it and even if they had to give up som, 
of their pleasures to get it. 

Let me say that I am not ashamed oj 
dentistry, but I am ashamed that dep. 
tistry is ashamed. I started doing hy. 
oratory work for a dentist at the age of 
12. I worked my way through dental 
college lighting gas lamps, running 
washing and wringer machines jp , 
laundry, and finally as a regular clerk jp 
the postofice on night shift. Do yo 
think that if I was ashamed of dentistry 
I would have given up a good Civil 
Service job in order to start practicing, 
poor and in debt?

Retrusion of Jaw 


Q.—An infant, a boy of twenty-two 
months, has the tendency to sleep on 
his stomach. His lower jaw shows a pro- 
nounced retrusion. The child rocks him- 
self to sleep by getting on his knees and 
rocking forward with his head banging 
into the mattress. The child continues 
this motion for about one-half hour at a 
time, and sometimes twice during the 
night. He sometimes sleeps right on his 
face, more frequently turning to sleep 
on the side of his face while he is still 
on his stomach. . 

Please advise me of any correction 
you could suggest, and also whether 
pressure on lower jaw and face, such as 
I have described, would cause the re- 
trusion—A. M. R., Wisconsin. 

A.—Some pediatricians advise 
having an infant sleep on its stom- 
ach, and we know of one case in 
which the baby boy is perfectly 
normal in every way. 

Habit malocclusions are com- 
mon, as orthodontists will testify. 
and such habits are most difficult 
to break. One habit is sleeping with 
the hand under the side of the face 
and this habit usually causes a 
malocclusion and asymmetry of 
the face. 

This child may or may not be 
suffering mandible displacement 


_ because of his sleeping habits but 


| am inclined to think that his re- 
truded mandible is an inheritance. 
for the great majority of these re- 
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trusions are familial.—GeEorcE R. 
W ARNER. 


Tooth Injured 


().—I should like your advice on the 
enclosed roentgenogram taken in the 
mouth of a man, 26. 

This upper right central evidently has 
no pulp. The tooth is discolored. I have 
X-rayed this tooth every year for seven 
years. There seems to be no rareified 
area. 

Lately, this young man has been hav- 
ing trouble with his general health. Nau- 
sea, vomiting, pains in his back occur 
quite often. 

In your opinion, should this tooth be 
extracted? Do you think it has anything 
to do with his condition ?—H. D. R., New 
York. 


A.—Your case is one of a great 
many which we have had or 
seen and your record of having 
seen no roentgenographic change 
in this tooth over a period of seven 
years is interesting and confirma- 
tory of our cases. 

There has been an injury of 
some nature to this tooth, which 
has resulted in an apparently com- 
plete obliteration of the pulp 
chamber and pulp canal through 
a deposition of dentine. A number 
of cases have been seen following 
orthodontia, the result, it seemed. 
of too rapid movement of the tooth. 

I don’t know the histology of the 
condition for I haven’t seen such a 
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tooth except as depicted in the ro- 
entgenogram, and I can find no ref- 
erence to the condition by Kron- 
feld'.—Grorce R. WARNER. 


Root Ends 


Q.—Can you let me know when it is 
permissible to let a root end remain in 
situ after extraction? 

Can you tell me the best method of 
extracting the tip of the lingual root of 
an upper first bicuspid? Also how to get 
out the lingual tip of a root of an upper 
first molar?—I. S., New Jersey. 

A.—It is permissible to leave 
the root tip of a deciduous molar 
if its removal would endanger the 
integrity of the succeeding perma- 
nent teeth. It is also permissible to 
leave a root tip, if its removal 
would endanger the health of the 
patient. 

The root tips of which you speak 
may often be eased out with an ex- 
plorer or drawn out with a suction 
machine.—GEoRGE R. WARNER. 


Neuritis 


Q.—I have a woman, 77, who is suf- 
fering from neuritis in her arms and 
shoulders. Her physician maintains that 
this neuritis is caused from poisoning 
given off by gold restorations. 

Is it possible for any kind of gold 
restorations in the mouth to induce a 
chemical reaction that would cause 
neuritis? Her teeth are in perfect con- 
dition; gums are firm and solid; normal 
in every respect, apparently. 

The gold does not tarnish and all the 
restorations are perfectly sealed. 

Thank you very much for any informa- 
tion.—C. H. H., Missouri. 

A.—The idea that gold restora- 
tions in otherwise sound teeth can 
give off poison gas to cause neuri- 
tis is a new one for the book. It 
does seem unbelievable that any 
physician could make such an ab-

A.—Answering your questions 
in order: 

1. The hypertrophied gum 
around the jacket crown is un- 
doubtedly the result of a poorly- 
fitted crown joint or the presence 
of excess cement that could and 
should be removed. Removal of the 
cause and not the application of 
drugs is the correct procedure in 
such a case. 

2. The simplest and best way to 
remove such a steel fragment is by 
the use of an eye magnet or an in- 
strument that has been magnetized 
by holding it in contact with an 
eye magnet. From the position of

Tooth Stains 


().—What is your suggestion or prepa- 
ration to be used in removing green and 
brown stains from children’s teeth dur- 
ing prophylaxis; especially a prepara- 
tion that is more or less tasteless? 
A. W. L., Pennsylvania. 

A.—Inasmuch as there is usu- 
ally some etching of the enamel 
under the green stains of childhood 
it is advisable to polish them off 
with flour of pumice. It is even nec- 
essary in some cases to polish these 
surfaces with fine garnet and cut- 
tlefish disks. 

The same is more or less true of 
brown stains except etching isn't 
as common. However polishing 
these stains off serves a double 
purpose. It removes the stains and 
reduces enamel roughness. 

Tincture of iodine is a little help 
in removing stains and is not in- 
jurious to the teeth. 

Solutions, which will actually 
remove these stains, usually con- 
tain a mineral acid, which dissolves 
enamel, so naturally should not be 
used.—GEORGE R. WARNER.
